Sec. 2. That so much of the sixth subdivision of sec-
tion one, chapter one hundred and twenty-two of the
general laws of one thousand eight hundred and sixty-
cight as provided for reserving all rights to reimburse-
ment by said counties, be and the same is hereby repealed.
SeEc. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.

CHAPTER CXV.

AN ACT TO APPROPRIATE MONRKY FOR THE LEGISLATIVE BX-
PENSES OF THE PRESENT SESSION OF THE STATE LEdQIS-
LATURE.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesola ;

Seorion 1. There is hereby appropriated out of any
money in the tressury not otherwise appropriated, the
sum of sixty-five thousand dollars, or so much thereof as
may be pecessary for the payment of the per diem, mile-**
age and other expenses of the members and ofticers of the
present state legislature.

Sro. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.
